The new clock, which is twelve 


eet high, and three feet six inches 
quare, has four dials, very visable 
n the day time and electrically illu- 
minated at night. 
One of the dials 


aces east, BO that it may be seen on 
/ine street, another south so that 
t may be seen on Second street south 
he third west, enabling its being 
een' on the bridge and eve:u from 
joints on the west side of the river. 
The fourth dial faces the north and 
permits the clock being 
seen 
up 
First and Second 
streets 
north, 


he dials are 30 inches in diameter 


with black hands, making it very 
easily to tell the time even when a 
distance away. 


The clock Is constructed of bronze 
and along artistic lines, making it 
not only a convenience to the resi- 
dents of the city but really an artis- 
tic addition to the impressive Wood 
County NaUopal 
Bank 
building. 
One of the unique 
and

features of the clock are the chimes, 
striking every quarter 
hour. 
On 
the quarter hour the Cathedral peal 
is sounded, the clock striking four 
times. The

the revielle chime strikes

three quarter hour. 
Every hour the 
clock strikes the hour in addition to 
the Westminister chime. 


The clock is all electrically oper- 
ated and Is controlled by a master 
clock which is located Inside of the 
bank. 
It is wound by 
electricity 
and can be depended upon to furnish 
standard time.

to return i to work Monday morning 
when the 'company refused to recog- 
nize the demands made by the men 
for an Increase in wages and better 
hours. 
The men 
had 
previously 


determine^ to go out Saturday noon, 
however, the company officials put 
up a proposition to the men that day 
which was tak"en up and and consi- 
dered at a meeting at the pavilion 
Sunday afternoon, the result being 
that the men did -not 
accept 
the 


company's proposition and the strike 
went into effect Monday morning. 
According to the 
strike 
leaders 


the only questions which the men 
and the company differ on 
is 
the 


eighl hour day and the right of col- 
lective bargaining, the latter dealing 
with the discharging of employees. 
Under the present system the com- 
pany hire: and discharge the men as 
they see fit, under

bargaining scheme there 
being

committea composed of the working 
men, 
who1 .go over the matter of dis- 


charging a man who the company do 
not want 'to relain, before he is dis- 
charged.

As the jcompany refuse 
to

is, it is Impossible to say at this time 
whether they will meet the demands 
or turn them down.

Wednesday the company served no-

the matter they are quoted as hav- 
ing said to friends that they do not 
consider a strike in progress, that 
they hold no ill feeling toward tho 
men, 
and that the men may retire

Should this 
be the attitude of the company tho 
indications are that the fight will 
be a lung drawn out affair,

Clnmenceau Lashes Germans. 


With the revised trenty I'liul Diitna- 


ta, secretary of tho penco conference, 
handed Count von BrockdorlT-Ilimt- 
sinu a 4,fiOO-word "covering" letter, 
written by Clemoncoau. It Is n bitter 
denunciation of Germany's bickering 
nttltude, a stinging recapitulation of 
her war crimes, an explanation oC the 
trenty modifications, and—nn ultima- 
tum. 
It tells the Germans flatly that 


no further attempts lit bargaining will 
be tolerated; that they must answer 
"yes" or "no," and do so within five 
days. 


This means Unit by six o'clock this 


coming Saturday evening she must 
notify tho powers without any "Its" 
and "buts" and "howevors," whether 
she will or will not sign. 


After that notification she will havo

Into laying down her arms by a set of 
principles which wa-s not lived up to. 
Those principles are lived up to fully 
and painstakingly, the French pre- 
mier avers, and quotes from speeches 
by himself, President Wilson and Pre- 
miers Lloyd George and Orlando to 
show Uiat the Germans must have 
known what to expect.

Beyond piHtlng offi- 


cial stamp on those dispatches the sum- 
mary reveals, however, some Interest- 
ng details. It shows, also, that tho

was

both In text and tenor of protests and 
count or-doninnds, than hitherto, indi- 
cated. 


Main Thread of Reply. 


The mala thread oC the German an- 


swer IB the charge that tho original 
peace treaty constitutes n brcnch of 
the solemn armistice agreement, based 
on the Wllsonlau 14 points. 
It says 


tho treaty would moan "tho complete 
enslavement of the German people find 
tho betrayal of all tho world's cher- 
ished holies of peace." The right of 
solf-detcrmlnation, the Germans assert, 
has been "wilfully violated through- 
out." 


It Is Oinicult to sac, Germany avers, 


how any harsher terms could have 
been dictated to the former Imperial- 
istic and 
Irresponsible government. 


Many speeches of allied statesmen and 
of President Wilson are then quoted 
as snylng the war was against that 
government, not against the German 
people. In the words of the summary: 


'Today, however, the allied powers 


are facing not an Irresponsible Ger- 
man government but the German peo- 
ple ruling Its own future for Itself. 
This has been utterly disregarded In 
the draft, treaty," 


The treaty Is described ns "merely 


a celebration o£ tho last triumph of ira 
pcrlallst and capitalist tendencies.", 


Won't Barter Human Beings. 


In another passage the reply says 


Germany "cannot consent to tho bar- 
tering of human beings," and later: 


"Tho German government declines 


to make any reparation in (ho form of 
punishment, and still moro emphatical- 
ly declines to puss un to Individual 
parts of tho population the punishment 
Intended for the whole of tho com- 
munity." 


Annexation of the Sanr district Is 


called tho creation of another Alsace- 
Lorraine. As for those provinces, Ger- 
many 
claims their cession without 


consulting the population would bo a 
new wrong. She admits that, "accord 
Ing to present conceptions of right, an 
Injustice was committed In 1871, when 
the people were not consulted."

some minor damages through coming 
down rather heavily on the sandy 
shore, but neither Alcock nor Brown 
suffered injury. 
The remarkable flying time, averag- 


ing close to two miles a minute, is 
credited to a favorable wind, which 
at times added 30 miles an hour to the 
speed of the biplane. 


The flight was a triumph of air navi- 


gation. 
Lieutenant Brown plotted a 


course that brought the airplane to n 
midpoint on the west Irish coast. Clif- 
den is a seaport and market town 2p 
miles southwest of Westport. 


The course flown was the same 


which Harry Hawker planned.

bomber flew almost directly above the 
spot where the little Sopwith flopped 
into the Atlantic.

Plowing With a Small Tractor. 


(Prepared by tho United States Depart- 


ment of Airrlculturn.) 


Manufacture of tractors for ngrlcul- 


tural use has grown greatly In a com- 
paratively few years, but a big field Is 
still open to manufacturers In' tho 
small furmci'M' business, which can bo 
gained only by tho Introduction of all- 
purpose tractors that can bo used eco- 
nomically on farms of under 100 till- 
able acres. 


Prior to 100B practically all power 


ilowlng was done by steam. If there 
wn.s any machine In uso at that time 
imploylng an Internal-combustion en- 
?lno n.s Its source oC power, the cnso 
apparently has never become a matter 
of record. 
Stoam plowing has been 


in vogue for a number of years, espe- 
cially in roglomi such as tho Dakotas, 
Montana, and the Canadian provinces 
of tho Northwest. 
Here wore found 


'mnaiwn farms consisting of thousands 
ol! acres, one crop of wheat sometimes 
paying for the entire farm. 
These 


.urge tracts, stretching away for rnllos 
In a level and unbroken plain, offered 
conditions which wero suitable for 
those mammoth steam outfits weighing 
many tons. 


Several factors had a bearing on the 


elimination of steam ns a source of 
power fijr plowing and tho substitu- 
tion of 
tho Internal-combustion en- 


gine. 


Tho fuel was bulky 'for the power 


transmitted, nnd the storage space on 
tho engine was small. 
Several men 


wero required. 
The steam engine as 


then constructed nould not stand the 
constant strain and rough usage neces- 
sary In plowing, 
Tt was necessary to 


spend considerable tlmo In care and re- 
pair, Just as is required by the rail- 
road locomotive nCter a five or six 
hour run. 


How Use of Cos Engine Began. 


There was a demand by operators 


for n machine which would do away 
with 
those 
disadvantages. 
Interest 


was shown by various mnnurncturcrs 
and thi'lr attention was directed to- 
ward Hie development, of a machine 
using the Internal combustion engine. 


Apparently 1.005 WUH the llrst year 


that a gas tractor advertised as n 
source 
of 
power 
was 
placed 
on 


thn market. This machine employed 


double-cylinder engine, using gaso- 


line for power1 mid oil for cooling. 
It 


hnd a rating of 22 nominal and 40 
actual 
brake horsepower and 
was 


capable oC pulling six to eight 12-Inch 
plows, depending on .the Soil. 
Tho 


weight wns practically the same as 
that of tl|i> steam engine, about nlno 
and one-halt! tons. 
While operators 


wero not satisfied with tho steam tract- 
ors on tin; market, Uoro was then 
considerable prejudice ngalnst tho gns 
tractor, so that machines wero built 
which looked as much like n steam 
engine as possible, 
Perhaps this fact, 


to some extent-, tended to overcome the 
prejudice and make for the popularity 
of the out-fit, 


By 1008 so much Interest was mani- 


fest throughout tho Northwest In tho 
gas tractor that II was decided to hold 
u motor competition In connection with 
the Industrial exhibition at Winnipeg, 
Canada. During tho week oC July 13- 
17, IOCS, this contest was held, the 
flrst of Us kind on the American con- 
tinent. 
Machines wore exhibited by 


five companies; two other companies 
entered, but withdrew. Tho rules of 
the contest limited the weight to seven 
and Oflc-hnlf tons to keep out steam 
rigs, 
This 
rule barred 
one gas 


tractor, as It weighed nine and one- 
half tons. 


Early Tests Unsatisfactory. 
,. 


Tho tests upon which final award 


was based consisted of hauling, plow- 
Ing and manipulation. 
Some of tho 


soil conditions wore not Ideal, and n 
bad Impression was given In tho haul- 
Ing tests. 
The barred machine put 


on n private demonstration and made 
ou excellent showing, using kerosene, 
except to warm up the motor at tho 
beginning. 
The significance of this 


contest was that the weak points 
wero shown and that It started the 
development of practical motors for 
smull farms. 


In 1000 il similar test was hold at 


Winnipeg nnd six companies demon- 
strated machines. 
Tho contest was 


divided Into four classes: (a) Internal 
combustion 20 horsepower and under, 
(b) 
20-!iO horsepower, (c) 
over 
80 


horsepower, and (d) stontn engines. 
This contest created much Interest In 
manufacturing circles, and man.'i' man- 
ufacturers wero present to obtain use- 
ful Information, which showed that 
they wero alive to tho possibilities at- 
tending tho development of u success- 
ful tractor. • 


At this time It was estimated that 


there wero between 43 and CO linns or 
Individuals making, or attempting to 
make, tractors, 
Naturally, many wore 


makeshifts, as tho possibilities of "get- 
ting In on the ground floor" In an In- 
dustry In tho making were recognised. 
Another contest was held the same 
Btitnmer nt Brandon, Manitoba, with 
practically tho same machines entered 
ns nt Winnipeg. 


To Winnipeg must go the honor of 


starting nn Idea which has dono a 
great deal to develop tho tractor In- 
dustry rapidly. 
Those tests wero tho 


forerunners of others In various sec- 
tions of the United States and Canada 
that have glvon farmers tho opportu- 
nity of seeing thoso machines at work 
and deciding on tho merits of tho In- 
dividual tractors. 


In 1000 Avo tractors were exhibited 


at the Omaha land iihow. It was In- 


tended to make tho exhibition a per- 
manent feature, but failure to find suit: 
able land for plowing caused the Idea 
to bo abandoned. Not until 1013 was 
anything on n largo scale attempted In 
the United States, Then a demonstra- 
tion was held at Fremont, Neb., In 
which 23 manufacturers exhibited 80 
tractors. 
From this tlmo on n na- 


tional tractor demonstration has been 
hold each summer, with' an over-Jn- 
creasing number of manufacturers ex- 
hibiting until at the Inst show, held 
In Snllna, Kan., In 1018, over 800 ma- 
chines wore entered, and 53 manufac- 
turers wore represented, 
A winter 


meeting Is held each year at which 
manufacturers of tractors nnd ac- 
cessories exhibit. 
This show has been 


held In .Kansas City, Mo., for the past 
four years. 
Various local shows are 


put on each summer, nnd since 1018, 
these have continued throughout the 
summer, beginning In Texas and con- 
tinuing northward. In March, 1010, the 
first large demonstration of the year 
was hfjld In tho South nt Mncon, Ga., 
which shows that tho South Is alive to 
the possibilities of tractor farming.

working parts, friction nnd various 
gear drives, electric fixtures, radiator 
cooling systems, cut and hardonac 
gears, multiple cylinders, air cleaners, 
kerosene carburetors, one-mnn control 
and nn easy accessibility—all this al 
a price of one-half to one-fourth of the 
early machines.

TREND SEEIV5S TO BE TOWARD MOTORIZED 


FARM., ELIMINATING ALL HORSE POWER 


Plowing With a Small Tractor. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Manufacture of tractors for agricul- 


tural use has grown greatly In a com- 
paratively few years, but a big field is 
still open to manufacturers In the 
small farmers' business, which can be 
gained only by the Introduction of all- 
purpose tractors that can be used eco- 
nomically on farms of under 100 till- 
able acres. 
Prior to 1005 practically all power 


plowing was done by steam. If there 
was any machine In use at that time 
employing nn internal-combustion en- 
gine as Its source of power, the case 
apparently has never become a matter 
of record. 
Stoam plowing has been 


in vogue for a number of years, espe- 
cially In region!! such as the Dnkotas, 
Montana, and the Canadian provinces 
of the Northwest. 
Here were found 


bonanza farms consisting Of thousands 
of acres, one crop of wheat sometimes 
paying for the entire farm. 
These 


large tracts, stretching away for miles 
in a level uriri unbroken plain, offered, 
conditions which were suitable for 
these mammoth steam outfits weighing 
many tons. 


Several factors had a bearing on the 


elimination of Ktenm as n source of 
power frjr plowing and tho substitu- 
tion of the Internal-combustion en- 
gine. 


The fuel was bulky for the power 


transmitted, nnd the storage space on 
the engine was small. Several men 
were required. 
The steam engine as 


then constructed could not stand the 
constant strain and rough usage neces- 
sary In plowing. It was necessary to 
spend considerable time In caro and re- 
pair, just us is required by the rail- 
road locomotive after a five or six 
hour run. 


How Use of Gas Engine Began. 


There was n demand by operators 


for a machine which would do away 
with 
these 
disadvantages. 
Interest 


was shown by various manufacturers 
and their attention was directed to- 
ward 
I ho development of n machine 


using the internal combustion engine. 


Apparonlly 1905 was the first year,, 


that a gas tractor advertised as a 
source 
of 
power 
was 
placed 
on 


the? market. This machine employed 
a double-cylinder engine, using gaso- 
line for power' nnrt oil for cooling. 
It 


had a rating of 22 nominal and 40 
actual brake horsepower and 
was 


capable of pulling six to eight 12-inch 
plows, depending on the soil. 
The 


weight was practically the same as 
that of the steam engine, about nine 
and one-half tons. 
While operators 


were not satisfied with the steam tract- 
ors on the market, M^re was then 
considerable prejudice against the gas 
tractor, so that machines were built 
which looked as much like a steam 
engine os possible. Perhaps this fact, 
to some extent, tended to overcome the 
prejudice and make for the popularity 
of tho outfit. 


By 1903 so much interest was mani- 


fest" throughout the Northwest in the 
pus tractor that It was decided to hold 
n. motor competition In connection with 
the Industrial exhibition at Winnipeg, 
Canada. During tho week of July 13- 
.17, 1!)OS. this contest was held, the 
first of its kind on the American con- 
tinent. 
Machines were exhibited by 


five companies; two other companies 
entered, but withdrew. 
The rules of 


the contest limited the weight to seven 
aad ocie-half tons to keep out steam 
rigs. 
This 
rule 
barred 
one gas 


tractor, as it weighed nine und one- 
half tons. 


Early Tests Unsatisfactory. 


The tests upon which final award 


was based consisted of hauling, plow- 
Ing and manipulation. 
Some of the 


soil conditions were not Ideal, and a 
bad Impression was given In the haul- 
ing tests. 
The barred machine put 


on a private demonstration and made 
an excellent showing, using kerosene, 
except to warm up the motor at the 
beginning. 
The significance of this 


contest was that the weak points 
were shown and that It started the 
development of practical motors for 
small farms. 


In 1009 a similar test was held at 


Winnipeg and six companies demon- 
strated machines. 
The contest was 


divided Into four classes: (a) Internal 
combustion 20 horsepower and under, 
(b) 20-30 horsepo%ver, (c) over 
30 


horsepower, and (d) steam engines. 
This contest created much Interest in 
manufacturing circles, and many man- 
ufacturers were present to obtain use- 
ful Information, which showed that 
they wore alive to the possibilities at- 
tending the development of a success- 
ful tractor. 


At this time it was estimated that 


there were between 45 and 50 firms or 
Individuals making, or attempting to 
make, tractors. 
Naturally, many were 


makeshifts, us the possibilities of "get- 
ting- In on the grouud floor" in an in-' 
dustry In the making were recognized. ' 
Auotlier contest, was held the same 
summer at Branclon, Manitoba, with' 
practically tho same machines entered 
as at Winnipeg. 


To Winnipeg must go the honor of 


starting nn idea which has done a 
great deal to develop the tractor in- 
dustry rapidly. 
These tests were the 


forerunners of others In. various sec- 
tlons of the TTuttwl States nnd Canada j 
that have glvon fanners the opportu- 
nity of seeing: these machines at work 
and deciding on the merits of the In- 
dividual tractors. 


Id 1909 flve tractors were exhibited 


at the Omaha land nhow. It was in- 


tended to make the exhibition a per- 
manent feature, but failure to find suit- 
able land for plowing caused the Idea 
to be abandoned. Not until 1913 was 
anything on n large scale attempted In 
the United States. Then a demonstra- 
tion was held at Fremont, Neb., In 
which 23 manufacturers exhibited 39 
tractors. 
From this time on a na- 


tional tractor demonstration has been 
held each summer, with' nn ever-In- 
creasing number of manufacturers ex- 
hibiting until at the last show, held 
In Snllna, Kan., in 1918, over 300 ma- 
chines were entered, and 53 manufac- 
turers were represented. 
A winter 


meeting Is held each year at which 
manufacturers 
of tractors nnd ac- 


cessories exhibit. This show has been 
held In .Kansas City, Mo., for the past 
four years. 
Various local shows are 


put on each summer, and since 1918 
these have continued throughout the 
summer, beginning In Texas and con- 
tinuing northward. In March, 1919, the 
first large demonstration of the year 
was held In the South at Macon, Gn., 
which shows that the South Is alive to 
the possibilities of tractor farming.

As previously stated, there was esti- 


mated to be between 45 and 50 firms 
or Individuals making or attempting 
to make tractors in 1909. 
The office 


of farm management, United States 
department of agriculture, has always 
kept in close touch with the tractor In- 
dustry, nnd the flies show that In 1909 
there were 102 firms actively engaged 
in manufacturing tractors and 1C2 
firms and Individuals planning to be- 
gin in the near future. 


Character of Tractor Changed. 


In the beginning the tractor was con- 


structed to simulate the steam engine 
In appearance. 
As time passed and 


prejudice disappeared many refine- 
ments took place until today it Is a 
compact, well-built machine capable 
of performing n multitude of opera- 
tions. 
Tho first machines were heavy, 


rough affairs, capable of pulling eight, 
ten, or more bottoms. It was soon rec- 
ognized that if the industry were to 
prosper a machine would have to be 
built which would be practical for or- 
dinary-sized farms. 
The result was 


that small machines came on the mar- 
ket, built to pull two and three plows. 
This type of tractor appealed to the 
small farmer. 


There are 
now more 
two and 


three plow machines built than of all 
other sizes combined. There are,- how- 
ever, a number of companies still mak- 
ing a large-size tractor, which Is still 
used on the big farms of the North- 
west and the Pacific coast. 


How Tractor Was Transformed. 
From the rough machines of 1908 


and 1909 with single cylinders, chain 
drive, cast gears, excessive weight, ex- 
posed working parts, and poor ac- 
cessibility have been developed ma- 
chines of light weight with Inclosed 
working parts, friction nnd various 
gear drives, electric fixtures, radiator 
cooling systems, cut nnd hardened 
gears, multiple cylinders, air cleaners, 
kerosene carburetors, one-man control, 
and an easy accessibility—all this at 
a price of one-half to one-fourth of the 
early machines. 


Owing to varying conditions, there 


are two types of machine on the mar- 
ket at present—the crawler and the 
wheeled type. 
The purpose of the 


crawler Is to prevent miring down on 
soft gronnd. The same principle was 
employed by tanks in the late wnr. 
The wheeled tractors are more numer- 
ous and employ various devices to 
obtain traction, such as lugs, grouters, 
spikes, cleats nnd extension 
rims. 


Again, some wheels have a device giv- 
ing a stepping arrangement, as In tn»' 
P-T wheel, which was developed by 
two Italian army engineers. 
A few 


tractors employ both the crawler and 
wheel. 


As yet the tractor Industry Is com- 


paratively young, nnd what Its ulti- 
mate effect on farming will be it is Im- 
possible to sny. 
The trend seems to 


be toward /motorized farms and the 
elimination of horse power. 
This IB 


best shown by the fact that • motor- 
trucks are being purchased by farm- 
ers in ever-increasing numbers and 
that the motorized corn cultivator Is 
coming Into use In Increasing num- 
bers. 
There are two Important problems 


the solution of which would no doubt 
help the tractor Industry'to n great 
extent. 
These are the standardiza- 


tion of parts and a uniform method of 
rating. Manufacturers have not over- 
looked these things but have passed 
them by In the rush for business.

•A>ith the handful of merchants, farmers, hunters

•3reut Chatter, and which bad been denied to 
them by the (Ionium king who then sat on tho 
throne of Great Itrltuln. 


He offered his services to America. His klni! 


forbade his going and the American commission- 
ers were not able to furnish him transportation. 


Eluding the olllcers sent to arrest him, be es- 


caped In disguise, and lu company with De Kalb 
and a number of French olllcer.s embarked from 
a Spanish port on a vessel which he had pur- 
chased, and after a stormy voyage landed on tho 
shores of,South Carolina. A journey of 000 miles 
on horseback, occupying a month, brought the 
voting crusader to the- city of I'hlladclphta, where 
he presented bis request to the American con- 
gress there assembled. 
At (Irst he uiel with n 


cool reception. In consideration, however, of 
I ho 


Importance of his rank and family connections, 
nnd because of his modest offer to serve as a 
volunteer at his own charges, he- was looked 
upon with more favor, and by a resolution oC 
congress ho was granted the complimentary rank 
of major general In thu aimy. 
Washington re- 


ceived him with the greatest kindness, gave him 
a place on his staff, and from that time forth 
treatid him us a son. The friendship then began 
was treasured by the young Frenchman as the 
most precious memory of his public life.

Washington's exact words In writing to the 


surgeon were: "Take care o£ him as If be were 
my son, for I love him the same," 


On Nou'iubcr 25, 1777, Lafayette was sent 


with Ooneral Greene, to test the strength of the 
Hrltlsh advance on Philadelphia. 
Having dis- 


closed their position near Gloucester, lie attacked 
(he Ilessliins with such fury that tho Hitler woue 
fouled and Cornwallls, thinking that ho was sir?- 
rounded bv the entire Amqrlum army, retreated 
with his 5,000 men In hot haste. 


This pleased 
Washington so much that he 


wrote to congress asking for a regular command 
for Liifiiyelt-e 
A few (lays I n f e r Lafayette, to hla 


great dollght, was assigned to the command oC 
the Virginia division of the army. 


As time went on relations between Washington 


and Lalaj'ijtte became steadily closer, the latter 
somellinos referring to himself In their corre- 
spondence as Washington's "young soldier." The 
Intimacy between the two men was like thnt of 
father nnd son, tho Frenchman being twenty-five 
years younger than tho general he HO greatly 
iKliiilrml. 


Having made a voy-agu to France on furlough 


be returned In May, 1780, joining Washington at 
the army headquarters In Moirlstown and telling 
him what nobody on this side, of thu Atlantic 
yet know, of the coming of tho military and naval 
expedition sent by the king of France1 to help th« 
Americans. 
It was Lafayette himself who had 


been largely Instrumental In persuading tho king 
to send the fleet, together with 0,000 picked tight- 
Ing men under Hochambeau and the young mar- 
quis was dispatched In advance to carry tho good 
news. 


In due time llachnmbcnu arrived with the army 


of 0,000 men and Admiral de Griisso with a fleet 
manned by 4,000 sailors and marines.

fayette persuaded the Fri-uch admiral to delay 
the attack until Washington eoultl take command, 
so that by w i n n i n g that light Washington could 
overthrow the enemies In congress that wore try- 
Ing to have same onu ulso made commandor In 


chief of tho American armies; and how, when 
Washington did arrive, Lafayette was one of tho 
very first lo lend a storming party; how Admiral 
do Grnsso's duct did all and more than could b« 
expected of It, until Lord Cornwallls and his 
aimy had suirondored and been disarmed, ar« 
facts thnt every good American knows. 


In this final struggle the whole force of tho

MAPS UP TO THE MINUTE 


Americans Carried Their Presses Al- 


most to the Front, and Supplied 


Them to Soldiers. 


For tho first time In any war battle- 


field maps have boon printed literally 
within sound of tbo roar of tho big 
guns at tho front. A portable printing 


press, especially adapted for map mak- 
ing, 
has been one ot tbo many out- 


comes of the war ami Is an American 
invention which has boon In actual use 
behind tho lines of tho American 
armies In Franco. 


Tho press was carried on a li.rgo 


truck and was moved from placd to 
place with tho corps headquarters. Ac- 


companying the map-making depart- 
ment of each corps wore export lithog- 
raphers, and In the event of a rush 
order for n map of certain territory— 
perhaps for a printed outline of the 
ground being fought for at that very 
moment—It was possible for the Amer- 
ican map makers to turn out a map 
two feot square In less than 12 hours. 


Tho designs wore copied from maps 


on a larger scale, a complete &ol of 
those belns carried by each corps' 


printing outfit. 
When a rush or spo- 


cliil order wus received from the front, 
usually n small map was turned out, 
this being followed by a map on a 
larger scale If needed. 


Owing to tho portable printing press 


Invention, It became possible for sol- 
diers In tho front lines to bo supplied 
with maps prepared and printed the 
sumo day, almost within range of the 
heavy guns of the enemy.—Philadel- 
phia Record.

'.ciinp real or supposed antiseptic, Is 
frequently mentioned bj contempora- 
ries. 
Tho modern, systematic uso of 


a uiiislt i'or lung plagues goes back only 


to recent years. 


In tho Munchurlan plague the origi- 


nal outbreak of the Influenza In 1910, 
French and Russian physicians per- 
ished until they began 'to use the 
masks, while the Japanese, who wore 
thorn from tho start, did not lose a man 
among physicians or medical auxili- 
aries. According to Plcq\io, Ibe grlppal 
broncho-pneumonia may be very con- 
tagious, especially In the adolescent 
and younger men, and whou these are 


poorly nourished tho course Is ap- 
palling. 


The author Is Inclined to regard, 


like the ancients, unusual fetor of 
the breath as conclusive evidence of 
contagion. 


Japan's leading actress, Sumnkc, re- 


ported to have committed sucldc by 
hanging herbelf with a scarlet silk 
sash, was famous for her Intoipn 
tatlou of the character of Ophelia.

hnd It as Republican nnd Democratic 
•nombors of the committee vociferously 
voted "aye." 


It Is the rarest kind of n thing to 


secure unanimity In voting in n house 
:ommlttoe, let alone securing It In tho 
ionse Itself. Patriotic Americans re- 
nember with chagrin nnd shame that 
even the war resolutions received 
some ndverac votes, cnst by men who 
did not think the rights of their conn- 
try, were worth upholding. By way o{ 
Aversion It may be said thai some of 
'he&o unpatriotic voters still bold olllce 
In congress, 


It seems probable thnt unanimity In 


voting will break records during the 
present session of congress. 
Both 


parties seem determined to get rid of 
certain forms of taxation which weigh 
heavily on tho purse of the Individuals. 
Of course It rnny be necessary to di- 
vert the tuxes so that they may be 
raised by other methods, but with the 
rapidly decreasing expenses of gov- 
ernment It appears to be likely thnt 
many levies now can be eliminated and 
no replacements mndp. 


Much Revenue Must Bo Raised.

Ing out ways and means of financing

II was not many yours ago that In 


terms purposely exaggerated a member 
of enngress, sneering at the opposition 
party, said that unless (hoy took care 
they Mould make, a billion dollar con- 
gress of it. 
Thai remark was tnlren 


as the height, of exaggeration 'and of 
ahmirdlly, but not many years went by 
before tlic country not only bail bil- 
lion dollar congresses, l>nl billion dol- 
lar sessions, and this was In the days 
of peace. 


Just how long It Is going to take to 


pay nit the national debt no one, of 
course, can del ermine,. 
Tho best that 


the legislators can do Is to guess at It. 
It has been salil that perhaps It can 
be reduced at the rate of a billion dol- 
lars a year, but this to most of the 
legislators apparently seems Impossi- 
ble, unless tho Intention Is to levy high- 
er taxes than perhaps is justifiable.

Well, be has pleMy to do, much 
of which h« would not 'have to do If 
he could turn a colil shoulder or a 
fitarn face to a lot of visitors, hut u 
politician has to be polite, and In a 
way be all things t(? nil men, and so It 
Is that he fools It necessary to talk 
with every person who comes to his 
office oven If that person's errand Is to 
spend an hour In proving that he can 
turn a grain of sand Into a gold dollar 
by a new process about to be patented, 
or Is convinced that be has a scheme 
\\hlch If put Into legislative form will 
make all men and all nations of men 
brothers In heart and 
soul In tho 


twinkling of an eye. 


The anteroom of the ofllee of nearly 


every representative and twnnlor 1ms 
within It three or four waiting per- 
sons at nearly all hours of the day.

make certain that It properly can be 
so answered and that there Is no 
chance of offense being given. 


While tho secretory anil tho stenog- 


raphers are busy all (lay long with 
correspondence and other things It 
must not be taken for granted that 
"the man Inside" Is free from bother- 
some loiters, Scores of the loiters are 
of such a nature that whllo the sec- 
retary might wish to answer them he 
does not feel thai he should do so lest 
ho overlook something which might 
present Itself to the watchful eye of 
"the bns.s." 


Virtually every .senator and repre-

Press Gallery Guardjans. 


A brief current Washington news

On the face of things It might ap- 


pear (hat this election Is of no partic- 
ular moment to the readers of the 
newspapers of tho United States, but 
neverlhuless It means much to them, 
for It Is through DIP standing commit- 
tee thnt the Washington correspond- 
ents safeguard the Interests of them- 
selves and of tin1 reading public of 
the United States. 


There nro a great many Washing- 


ton correspondents who are not allow- 
ed to enter the press galleries, for 
tho privileges of entering thereto are 
confined to correspondents wlm send 
telegraphic ne\\s dispatches and who 
can subscribe In the 
1 rules and regula- 


tions governing admission. 


There are many writers here who 


confine their fields of usefulness to 
magazines, or to oilier publications 
which require nn telegraphic service. 
Tho men who are connected with 
newspapers or with press associations 
who do use the wire are so numerous 
that the press galleries are well filled. 


When It Is said that the standing 


committee 
of 
corespondents 
safe- 


guards the newspaper men and the 
reading public, exactly what Is writ- 
ten Is meant. 
There nro men nnd 


women who como to Washington to 
write stuft which Is Intended to help 
private or corporation Interests. Their 
effort l.s to put In the most plausible 
way before such readers as they can 
command the supposed beauties of 
Mils legislation or that legislation In- 
tended to benefit some great business 
concern, or some Individual scheme of 
exploitation. 
On tho faco of things, 


therefore, those correspondents cannot 
he admitted to the press gallery, for 
they are not the purveyors of legiti- 
mate news. 


It Is tho duty of the standing com 


mlttee, acting In connection with the 
committee on rules of the senate and 
with tho speaker of the house of rep' 
resentatlvcs, to see to It that the press 
galleries "f congress are used for legltl 
mate purposes and for nothing else. 


Thcro have been limes when the 


standing committee has taken Issue 
with the speaker of the house and 
with the senate committee on rules 
concerning the right of certain men 
to enter the galleries as correspond 
ents. It Wis stood for tho purity of 
the gnllcrlos and almost Invariably It 
has done Its work well. 


Time.

THE HARPISCHORD. 


This was tho Instrument out of 


which our modern piano grew. It was 
more like a grand than an upright 
piano and sometimes had two rows of 
keys, but it was very Inferior In pow- 
er and tone to tho modern Instrument. 
It had no pedals, and the wires were 
not struck by hammers, but were 
plucked by quills. The compass of the 
Instrument was about four 
octaves 


which was gradually Increased as It 
wus Improved upon. 


Lacemaklng Modern. 


It Is commonly believed that, so far 


as Great Britain Is concerned, the 
lace Industry wna Introduced by the 
Flemings Into Bedfordshire 
In tho 


first quarter of the seventeenth cen- 
tury;-but this was n hand-made pro- 
cess, and lacemaklng continued 
a 


hand Industry until almost the very 
end of the eighteenth century. The 
manufacture of lace by mechanical 
means Is, therefore, very modern In 
time, dating from the closing 'years 
of the eighteenth century or the be- 
ginning of Llie nineteenth century. 


THE ORATORS. 


While It sometimes seems that ora 


tory Is now a lost art, we are of the 
opinion thnt |t Is an art thar. never can 
he lost. Wo shall have great orator 
again. The names nnd the memories ol 
Demosthenes, Cicero, Paul, Webster 
and Ingersoll are not forgotten, nor 
arc they likely to be, Whllo the hu- 
man heart leaps with joy or sinks 
with sorrow, the orator's forum will 
be preserved and his power will en- 
dure.

When 
he sent his surgeon in chief to me he told him to 
c-ire Cor me ns If I wore his son. because he loved 
me so much; and, having learned that I wanted 
to Join Ihc army too soon ngalu, he wrote me a 
letter full of tenderness, in which he admonished 
mo to wait until I should be entirely well." 


Washington's exact words in writing to the 


surgeon were: "Take care of him as if he were 
mv sun for I love him the same."

November 25, 1777, Lafayette was sent 


with General Greene to test the strength of the 
BrUsh advance on Philadelphia.

closed their position near Gloucester, he attacked 
the Hessians with such fury that the latter wece 
routed and Cornwallis, thinking that he was suF- 
rouiuled by the entire American array, retreated 
with his 5.000 men In hot haste. 


Th's pleased 
Washington so much that he 


wrote' to congress asking for a regular command 


,r Lafavetw. 
A few days later Lafayette, to his 


-real de'llght. was assigned to the command of 
The Vli-'inla division of the army. 
\s time went on relations between Washington 


and" I -ifayette became steadily closer, the latter 
sometimes referring to himself In their >Corre- 
sponclence as Washington's "young soUlier 
The 


Intimacy between the two men was like that of 
•father and son, the Frenchman being twenty-five 
years younger than the general he so greatly 
tidmirod. 


I-Iaviii" made a voyage to France on furlough 


he returned In May, 17SO, joining Washington at 
the army headquarters In Morrlstown and telling 
him what nobody on this side of the Atlantic 
yet knew of the coming of the military and naval 
expedition sent by the king of France to help the 
Americans. 
It was Lafayette himself who had 


been largely Instrumental In persuading the king 
to send the fleet, together with 0,000 picked fight- 
ing men under Rochambeau and the young mar- 
quis was dispatched In advance to carry the good 
news. 


In due time Rochambenu arrived with the army 


of 0.000 men and Admiral de Grasse with a fleet 
manned by 4,000 sailors and marines. 


Lafayette was put In command of 2,000 men 


and directed to march to Virginia and meet 
Cornwallis, the British commander. The troop* 
were so destitute that something had to be done. 
Lafayette after expending his own available cash 
borrowed on his personal account $10,000 from 
the merchants of Baltimore. 


De Griissc's fleet headed for Torktown. find 


Washington, 'with Rochambeau, started to unite 
with Lafayette in the struggle with Cornwnllts. 
How- Washington made forced marches to the 
South in order the more completely to hem in 
Lord Cornwalls; how the Count de Grasse with 
his great fleet arrived off Yorktown before the 
arrival of General Washington, 
and how 
La- 


fayette persuaded the French admiral to delay 
•he 'ittaclc until Washington could take command, 
so that by winning that fight Washington could 
overthrow" the enemies in congress that were try- 
in" to have some one else made commander in 


chief of the American armies; and how. when 
Washington did arrive, Lafayette was one of the 
very first to load a storming party; how Admiral 
de Grasse's fleet did all and more than could be 
expected of it, until Lord Cornwallis and his 
army had surrendered and been disarmed, are 
facts that every good American knows. 


In this final struggle the whole force of tho 


•colonies consisted of 7,000 men of Washin^.°"s 


army, 6,000 under Rochambeau and 3,000 ot i->e 
Grasse.'s French marines and sailors

confine their fields of usefulness to 
magazines, or to other publications 
which require no telegraphic service. 
The men who are connected with 
newspapers or with press associations 
who do use the wire are so numerous 
that the press galleries are well filled. 


When It Is said that the standing 


committee 
of 
corespondents 
safe- 


guards the newspaper men and tho 
reading public, exactly what Is writ- 
ten Is meant. 
There are men and 


women who come to Washington to 
write stuff which Is intended to help 
private or corporation Interests. Their 
effort is to put in the most plausible 
way before such readers as they can 
command the supposed beauties of 
this legislation or that legistlatlon In- 
tended to benefit some great business 
concern, or some Individual scheme of 
exploitation. 
On the face of things, 


therefore, these correspondents cannot 
be admitted to the press gallery, for 
they are not the purveyors of legiti- 
mate news. 


It Is the duty of the standing com- 


mittee, acting in connection with the 
committee on rules of the senate and 
with the speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives, to sec to it that the press 
galleries of congress are used for legiti- 
mate purposes and for nothing else. 


There have been times when tho 


standing committee hns taken Issue 
with the speaker of the bouse and 
with the senate committee on rules 
concerning the right of certain men 
to enter the galleries as correspond- 
ents. It Mis stood for the purity O'l 
the galleries and almost Invariably it 
has done Its work well.

The purpose of this tux wus to 
force nil unused land Into tho market 
for agricultural purposes. The Fletch- 
er bill on the same subject was laid 
over until (his week. 


The assembly killed the Melcalfa 


bill giving counties power to Issue 
bonds In order to give bounties to sol- 
diers, marine's, sailors nnd nurses who 
served In the wur against Germany 
and Austria, 


It Is doubtful If any bill passed by 


the logislnlure at the present session

more careful consideration

Dead as the Remains of the 


Roman Forum.

FOR PURE WATER AND ICE 


Czerwinsky Measure, Placing Supply 


Under Control of State Health 


Board, May Require Purifica- 


tion Plants in All Cities. 


Madison.—That there probably will 


be little legislation this session for the 
«ld of returning soldiers, owing to con- 
stitutional provisions that limit state 
debts. Is Indicated by action taien in 
both houses of the legislature. 
The 


assembly has advanced the senate bill 
creating a service recognition board 
and appropriating $590,000 for the care 
and treatment of convalescent Wiscon- 
sin soldiers. 


The senate, by a vote of 18 to 6, 


killed the Zumach bill which would ap- 
propriate $1,000,000 for the settlement 
of soldiers on lands in Wisconsin. The 
bill provided for a commission to con- 
demn land and placed a tax of $li an 
acre annually on unu-sed Wisconsin 
land.. The purpose of this tax was to 
force all unused land into the market 
for agricultural purposes. The Fletch- 
er bill on the same subject was laid 
over until this week. 


The assembly killed the Metculfe 


bill giving counties power to issue 
bonds in order to give bounties to sol- 
diers, marines, sailors and nurses who 
served In the war against Germany 
and Austria. 


It is doubtful If any bill passed by 


the legislature at the present session 
received more careful 
consideration 


than the Czcrwinslcy bill placing the 
water and ice supply of the state un- 
der the control of the state board of 
health. 


The bill was introduced February 18 


In the lower house and was referred to 
the committee on public welfare, where 
the first public hearing was held and 
tho bill recommended for passage. It 
next went to the. finance committee, 
where another hearing was held nnd 
again- it was recommended for passage, 
and passed the assembly May 7 with- 
out a dissenting vote. 


When it reached the senate It was 


referred to tie committee on education 
and public welfare, where the third 
public hearing was held and, after due 
consideration, it was sent out of com- 
mittee with a recommendation that It 
be passed, and there was no opposition 
when it came up for final passage In 
the upper house last week. 


The bill, which was originally in- 


tended to guarantee wholesome water 
for Milwaukee for domestic use, was 
made to extend to the entire state. It 
provides for the supervision and con- 
trol by the state board of health of the 
water and ice supplies, water purifica- 
tion, sewage and refuse treatment and 
disposal and the pollution of streams, 
and for the supervision of the mainte- 
nance, alteration, extension, construc- 
tion and operation of systems or works 
relating thereto. 


The bill, which will probably go to 


Governor Philipp for, signature within 
a week, was drafted by the legal de- 
partment of the city of Milwaukee in 
conjunction with the attorney general 
and legislative reference library', after 
consultation with the state board of 
health nnd health officials of Milwau- 
kee and other cities. 


It is generally understood here that 


the passage of the bill is the first step 
In the move to prevent the dumping of 
sewage in Lake Michigan and the in- 
land lakes and rivers of the state, at 
least until it has been treated and 
passed through a purification system. 
It will probably mean that in the not 
very far distant future practically 
every city in the state will be compel- 
led to install purification plants in 
connection with their sewage disposal 
systems, and after two years' operation 
under the Czerwinski bill it is expect- 
ed the state board of health will rec- 
ommend additional legislation along 
that line to the legislature in 1921. 


It fs expected the first steps will be 


taken by the state board of health to 
prevent the cities of Kenosha, Racine. 
Milwaukee. Sheboygan, Manitowoc nnd 
the smaller cities on Lake Michigan 
£rc«n emptying their sewage into the 
lake. 
"It will mean the changing of 


practically the entire sewage systems 
In those cities," said a member of the 
senate, "but there appears to be no 
other way if the water of Lake Michi- 
gan 19 to be used for domestic pur- 
poaeo."

Declares War on Bee Diseases, 


A new statute, which goes Into ef- 


fect on June 30, provides a fine for ex- 
posing honey or old comb in such a 
way that bee disease might be dissem- 
inated or for shipping bees or used bee 
supplies without inspection certificate 
or permit attached to each package. 
These provisions cover the two princi- 
pal means of distribution of bee dis- 
eesefl as determined by the department 
of agriculture, namely, the transporta- 
rlon of diseased combs and hives and 
Lhe robbing of diseased and abandoned 
combs by healthy colonies.

ment to conduct |in experimental 
!arm. 
It had been farmed for flfty

lity to the soil.

FARMERS TO ATTEND 


HANCOCK FAHM DAY 


Thru the efforts of the officials of 
the Central Wisconsin Soil Club the 
farmers of Wood and Portage coun- 
ties are being interested in the Ejc- 
nerimental Farm Demonstration Day 
at Hancock next Wednesday, July 
second, when a large number of the 
club members and others interested 
will go down to Hancock and see the 
results of the use of limestone and 
fertilizers on sandy soil. 
The suc- 
cess of raising soy beans 
on 
this 
sandy land will also be of consider- 
able interest to the members of the 
club arid especially the .-farmers on 
the sand land in this vicinity, who 
are becoming interested in this-crop. 
The Hancock Experimental farm 


is probably as good a place to hold a 
demonstration of this sort as can be 
found in. Central Wisconsin. 
The 
farm was bought in 1916 by a num- 
bero'Portage and Waushara coun- 
ty people and given to the govern- 
ment to conduct Jin 
experimental 


torn 
If had been farmed for fifty 
yea?s'past, the last fifteen to twenty 
of these years

farmed, by 
?ente». w£5 added but little ferti- 
lity to the soil, 
The soil is medium 
sand underlaid by a yellowish color- 
ed medium to course sand.

come was $240, leaving a deficit of

was started early in the spring, and 
improvements were made

A silo was added also at an expense 
of $355. 
The crops were valued at 


$720 that year and the total deficit 
at $448. 
The following year 
the 
benefit of the fertilizers and the 
work that had been done in the past 
years began to show results and the 
value of the crops for that year were 
$1 520. 'the result being that the net 
profit for the season was $45. ine 
value of the land increased fully fifty 
percent during the three years the 
College has been working it and tht 
results are entirely satisfactory to 
the university men and to the lar- 
mers of that vicinity, who had been 
pretty skeptical previous to the ex- 
periment.
